nel Roosevelt himself will become a 
candidate. 


Colonel Roosevelt it is well under- 


stood is not at all satisfied with Jus- 
tice Hughes' so-called "flag speech" 
which he is said to regard as merely 
a Fourth of July address having no 
value as disclosing the justice's at- 
titude toward real issues of the day. 
tn the words of his followers here, 
the colonel regards the 
speech 
as 


"further evidence of pussy1 footing" 
to which attitude he is opposed in 
the present crisis in the country's 
affairs. 
Colonel Roosevelt, it 
is known, 


feels better today in regard to his 
own chances toward being nominated 
than at any other time. His follow- 
ers look for a broadside from him 
within a day or two which they say 
will be calculated to eliminate Jus- 
tire Hughes and any other candidate 
whom the colonel regards as repre- 
senting the "pussy foot idea." The 
colonel feels, they say, that if the 
Republicans have made 
up their 


minds to nominate a man represent- 
ing this Idea, the one thing left for 
him to do Is to run himself in order 
to bring before the people the issue 
of "straightforward 
Americanism."

ericanism and Republicanism.

undivided 


support of both factions but talk ot 
peace was in the air. The proposal 
to havp both conventions 
appoint 


conference committees was being dis- 
cussed on both sides and some of 
the Republican leaders persisted in 
their 
predictions 
that 
ultimately 


there would be harmonious action in 
some way. 


The convention leaders themselves 


were so engrossed in petty details of 
petting under way and taking care of 
delegations from their 
own states 


and guests, that they had little time 
for further 
serious 
discussion of 


candidates and realized that the con- 
sideration of that question had act- 
ually 
moved 
to 
the 
convention 


themselves. 


Some of the Republican leaders 


felt today 
that 
their 
convention 


might not proceed to nominations 
before Friday and even later if pros- 
pects of harmony develop at the last 
moment. 
The favorite sons were 


considering the question of holding 
their own supporters if the nomina- 
tion were to be delayed beyond the 
time originally planned. Most of the 
Republicans 
have 
agreed 
that a 


Presidential candidate will be nomi- 
nated Friday but some predict it will 
be Saturday und there are others 
who feel that the prospects of peace 
negotiations at the eleventh 
hour 


might throw the convention over in- 
to next week. 


If there was any change at all in 


the line-up overnight, it showed an 
increase in the strength of Hughes. 
For the most part, the figures of the 
managers of favorite son booms were 
not changed. 


On this the convention day of two 


parties, bringing together more than 
two thousand delegates, there was 
not a sign of a demonstration or a 
band parading until an hour before 
the time of assembly. This was par- 
tially explained by the notable lack 
of demonstration which

one of the unique features of this 
convention period and partly by the 
fact that a cold rain continued to 
sweep the city. As the hour of as- 
sembling approached the bands and 
the delegates started moving toward 
the convention halls. 
They were a 


sorry soaked and bedraggled looking 
lot as they marched in. 
There was applause, enthusiasm 


and cheers but a noticeable absence 
of the almost riotous demonstration 
which have-marked previous conven- 
tions.

HINTS FOR PROGRESSIVE FARMERS 


Is your well in such a condition 


that there is no danger of polluting 
the farm water supply? Grade up to 
the well from all sides and inaks 
the platform water tight with a little 
slope so the overflow from the pump 
will run off easily. 
If the well is 


poorly located, the upper 0 feet of 
curbing must be water ti^ht'. 
Dug 


wells may be protected by making 
the upper 6 feet of the curb with 
concrete 6 inches thick and extend- 
ing at least 8 
inches 
above 
the 


ground level. Sec that privy vaults, 
garbage or manure piles are located 
so that the drainage from them will 
not be carried into the well. 


Fertiliy/M- IVobU'ius. 


Is it better with high-priced fer- 


tilizers to skimp the amount and 
run the ribk of decreased crop yields

amount be 


supplied for the soil and crops? Be- 
cause of the lack of potash and the 
high cost of nitrogen and phosphoric 
acid, the fertilizer problem is more 
acute than usual.

Young Oilekons. 


Supplying range food for chicks 


will make it possible to realize more 
poultry profits and keep the young 
stock in a healthier condition, says 
the poultry department

State University. Where the chicks 
cannot 
run 
on a range, 
provide 


sprouted oats. 
For temporary feed- 


ing, one can soak oats 
over night 


and spread them in thin layers 
on 


trays where it is light and warm. In 
4 or 5 days the oats will be ready 
for feeding. Rape 
may bo grown 


easily in the chicken lot where the 
chicks can snip it. Or, it may be cut 
and fed in their pens. Cabbage, let- 
tuce, mangels, beets and turnips can 
also be used 
for 
green 
food. A 


frame made of 1-inch mesh wire net- 
ting, placed over growing plots will 
allow chicks to snip the green food 
without scratching the seed. 


Oil for <>'as Engine. 


By using the best grade of gas en- 


gine oil obtainable the efficiency of 
the gas tractor or engine can be kept 
the highest, says Glenn W. McUen

University. 


The oil must have sufficient body to 
withstand friction 
and 
the 
high 


temperature of 
the 
cylinder 
and 


piston. It must also be an oil that 
when burned will deposit the least 
possible amount of carbon. 
Oil that 


works well while the engine burns 
gasoline will not give 
satisfactory 


results when using kerosene. When 
kerosene is used a high 
fira 
test 


lubricating oil 
should be selected. 


Never use steam cylinder or ordinary 
machine oil in the cylinder lubrica- 
tion as it will burn and cause 
the 


engine to loose power. 


Outlook for Fruit Market. 


With 
the 
indications of a small 


fruit crop in the Northwest; 
Ohio 


orchardists will be able to dispose of 
their products more profitably than 
usual, according to 
Prof. 
Wendell 


Paddock of the Horticulture Depart- 
ment, Ohio State 
University. 
Re- 


cent cold waves in that district have 
caused unusual losses. 
Ohio fruit- 


men can further improve the quali- 
ty of their products by giving more 
careful attention to spraying 
and 


thinning this year. Pruning can still 
be done without injury to the fruit 
crop states Prof. Paddock.

Then prepare 
a small portion of tie garden now 
and supply your table with tempt- 
ing dessert at little cost. Success in 
growing muskmelons depends on the 
care with which the soil is prepared. 
A light sandy soil with an 
abund- 


ance of well-rotted manure worked 
into thf upper 4 inches is an ideal 
seed lied. 
Working the soil before 


planting time to pulverize it and 
improve its condition is necessary. 
Plant the seed in hills at a depth of 
an inch 
and a quarter. 
Cultivate 


the soil frequently and remove all 
weeds from time to time. 


OtI-MIxwl Concrete. 


Because oil reduces the strength 


of 
cement 
it 
is not a desirable 


material to use in preparing water- 
proofing for concrete, according to 
Prof. F. W. Ives of the agricultural 
engineering department, Ohio State 
University. 
Oil docs not mix readi- 


ly with concrete and tends to neu- 
tralize the binding materials in the 
cement causing it 
to 
disintegrate 


within a few months. 
There 
are 


other 
water-proofing 
substances 


which can be used more efficiently in 
the floors of grain 
bins 
or 
store 


houses. Girls Ahead of Boys.

GAME PROTECTORS 


MAY MEET WITH 


STATE OFFICIALS 


The directors of the Licking Coun- 


ty Fish and Game Protective Asso- 
ciation met this, morning in the di- 
roftors* room ol tlie Park national 
bank and discussed ways and moans 
for the better protection of the fish 
in Buckeye lake and the proper con- 
trolling of that body of water. 


It is a well known fact that prop 


er care is not cM-rcised in letting tho 
water out of tho flume gates and in 
lowering the lake ufter the close ol 
the summer season. The screens on 
the gates through which the watei 
passes become t logged with weeds 
and other debris and the fish are 
thus allowed to oscape 
underneath 


the screens and go down the outlet to 
small creeks where they later die by 
the thousands when the creeks be- 
come dry. 


The state board of public works 


supervises all improvements at Buck- 
eye lake and for the 
past several 


years has lowered the water at tho 
close of the summer season to build 
concrete retaining walls and also to 
permit the removal of stumps along 
the channels. 
As a consequence, the 


wt-ter recedes and leaves thousands 
of fish high and dry in the swamp 
and reed lands. Then when the wa- 
ter freezes ton:-, of fish in the shal- 
low water are frozen. 
It is a fart 


that on the cast end of the lake tons 
upon tons of dead fish have been 
soon frozen in the ice. 


It is the dcsiic of the local asso- 


ciation to co-opoiiite with the stall 
officials and re.n-dy the trouble. To 
that end they invited Mr. U. D. Sn>- 
der. member of the state board ol 
agriculture to moot with thorn today 
and secure his i"=sitance in bringing 
the matter before the board and also 
the board of public works. 


Mr. Snyder, whose home is at Pa- 


tuskala, is groat Iv interested in tin- 
work of the local association and in 
the proper protection of fish and 
wild game. 
The fish and game de- 


partment is under the direct control 
of the state board of agriculture. Mr. 
Snyder stated that members of the 
board are to be guests of the IJuck- 
eye Lake Yacht Club at the club 
house on Wednesday, June 28, and 
he suggested that the 
association
